5.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  one  Trustee 

of  Trust  Funds  for  two  years  next  ensuing. 

6.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  niajor  vote,  one  Trustee 

of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years  next  ensuing. 

7.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  niajor  vote  a  Tax  Col- 

lector for  the  year  ensuing. 

8.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  all  other  ne- 

cessary Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

10.     To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 


11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 

struct its  Selectmen  to  take  such  action  re- 
garding rolling,  plowing  or  otherwise,  in  keep- 
ing winter  roads  open  in  said  Town  for  the 
year  ensuing,  as  in  their  judgment  seems  most 
conducive  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town,  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  con- 

struction of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate or  set  aside  for  said  purposes  the 
sum  of  $179.08;  and  the  State  will  contribute 
the  sum  of  $716.29. 

13.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  niay  be  necessary/

northerly  from  the  "Drew  House",  so-called, 
thence  following  southerly  as  said  cross  road  is 
now  travelled,  until  it  intersects  the  Allen 
Gray,  road,  so-called.
